The shortsightedness of some people is proverbial, but it is truly amazing 
to find a whole organization of men numbering tens, if not hundreds, of thou- 
sands so aMficted, Yet the coal miners of the United States, Canada and 


| 
Great Britain seem to be not merely temporarily but permanently incapable 


of seeing that they are surely destroying their own means of livelihood, 

Thousands of miners are on strike in Nova Scotia, and now there js talk 
6° andther great strike on the part of the anthracite miners in the United 
Siates and rumbles. of another strike in the British mines. . In no other in- 
dusiry has there been. such continuous unrest and repeated strikes as among 
the coal miners. With what resulf? The miners themselves would be the 
last to say that their condition has been improved, while the concensus of 
opinion is that they are worse off than ever and their future prospects far 
from bright. 

The fact is, and other people realize it if the miners themselves do not, 
that aovety great change is taking place in the world of manufacturing and in 
transportation to the detriment of the coal mining industry, and the uncer- 
tainty, difficulties and losses created by these frequent and prolonged miners’ 
sitikes 2re only serving to accentuate the problem confronting the coal min- 
ing industry and hastening the day when the miners will find themselves in a 
much more serious predicament than now against which they are making 
such bitter complaints 

The cost of mining-and transporting coal, due largely to ihe high rates of 

wages paid the miners and increased freight charges resulling from the in- 
erease in wages paid railway operatives during the war, and which have not 
been much. reduced, together wilh the rapid improvements effected in oll- 
burifing: machinry and the development of hydro-electric —power plants, has 
resulted in a veritable industrial revolution: 

One of the greatest developments taking place in the three English-speak- 
ing countries, and one cafling for the investment of hundreds of millions of 
new capital annually, is in connection with water powers and the erection of 
huge hydro- elvetric stations generating hundreds of thousands of horse power. 
Manufacturing plants, finding the cost of coal mounting and-their supplies 
periodically threatened through miners’ strikes, are, in ever increasing num-. 


-bers, changing over from steam to hydro-electri¢ power: 


All over the continent, with cheap electric power, coupled with its con- 
venience and. absence of dirt, housewives are discarding the old‘kitchen Papas 
und installing electric ranges and electric appliances of all kinds. 

Another and. equally important change is being brought about - through 
the conversion of coal-burning Ocean and lake going vessels into oll- -burners, 
while many of the new vessels building are being equipped-to burn oil rather 


many small coal-burning sieam platits everywhere. 


‘In the effort to reduce coats and thus meet the increasing competition of 


motor ears and tucks, the steam railways are electrifying sections of their 
systems and extending the same from year to ypar, while radial railways: 
using electric power are spreading over the -land. ~ : 

These are signifleantthappenings, but especially so to the coal operatives 
Yet the latter are apparently blind to a situation which threat- 
ns them, and instead of secking co-operation with the mine owners in a deter- 
mined effort to reduce the cost of coal to consumers, and guarantee a steady 
and assured supply at all times, they continue to make demands which the 
economic situation makes it impossible for the mine owners to accept, there- 
by increasing present difficuliies, jeopardizing the Industry in which they are 
engaged, and speeding up the movement to substitute oil, oil products and 
elecirie energy as the motive power in enamnlCantaring industry, transporta- 
tion and in hae economies, 

The miners aré shorisightedly adopting the attitude of killing the goose 
that lays the golden eggs for them Mines everywhere are only operating 
part time. There are more ininere than there is employment for them, and 
in view of the impetus already given to the moyement to substitute other and 
cheaper. forms of power for a haphazard and preearious supply of coal, the 
number of unemployed miners seems bound to increase. Sirikes to enforce 


wage increases, and impose Union rules, “Check-off” systems,-and other ar-) 


bitrary demands will only serve to further accentuate the miners’ troubles, 
rnd cannot bring any permanent redress of grievances, imaginary or real.

Of Agricultural Products 

talk about Canada exporting 
material in a raw state and buying 
back the manufactured product ts 
not supported by the figures. In the 
year 1924, 43.4 per cent. of our ex- 
ports were classed as raw matertal, 
while the percentage in the United 
States was 35.7, not a great differ- 
ence when one considers the start 
obtained by our neighbors and the 
homé marke* created by a population 
of about 114,000,000. 

Furthermore, it is to be borne tn 
mind. that the so-called raw materials 
exported corsist mainly. of agricultur- 
al products. In 1924, for instance, 
the total exports of Canada were val- 
ued at $1,945,000,000. More than 
half the exyorts originated on Cana- 
dian farms, These were as much the 
products of skilled labor as the output 
of the factories. They gave employ- 
ment to more than half the workers 
of Canada, and maintained a popula- 
tion of 4,436,041 men, women and 
children, It ds absurd to speak of 
this giganti: industry as inferlor to 
those-of the cities ‘and towns.  Any- 
tbody who thinks that wheat or cattle 
can be raised by unskilled labor would 
speedily change his opinion after a 
few .months’ practical experience.— 
‘The Toronto:Globe.

Feeding Visitors to Wembley 


Gakery. Works Day and Night to 
‘i Supply Needs 

One of the interesting sights at 
Wembley exhibition is a bakery that 
works unceasingly day and night to 
supply’ the needs. of visitors to the 
fair, The bakery has been designed 
to supply bread, rolls; and pastries of 
all kinds to the cafes and restaurants, 
thus obviating the troubles and wor- 
ries of transport of huge supplies to 
the exhibitian, Sixteen steam-pipe 
ovens have been installed in the bak- 
ery. In a fire-box behind each pair 
of ovens is a small fire of smokeless 
coke. . Along the roofs of the ovens 
is a series of tubes, each hermetically 
sealed, and in these tubes is water 
which, heated by the coke fires, circu- 
lates and provides the necessary cook- 
ing heat. Rolls, moulded by machin- 
ery, are put into the ovens on great 
trays of sheet iron.. The baker can 
watch the actual baking process by 
means of an electric light which Ughts 
up the inside of the oven, One hun- 
dred thousand rolls can be turned out 
every day. In the kitchens attached 
to the bakery are to be found elec- 
tric bread-buttering machines, each 
capable of cutting and buttering 20,- 
000 slices of bread in a day; and elec- 
tric potato peeling and cleaning ma- 
chines, each dealing with a ton of po- 
tatoes in an hour.

More Hens But Fewer Eggs 


Requirements of World Have De- 
creased In Last Two Years 

The poultry production map of the 

undergone remarkable 

changes in the past 16 years. Every- 


| where, possibly except Russia, flocks 


seem to have increased, but the num- 
ber -of eggs in world commerce has 
diminished. 

Commerce figures of the various 
countries show that fifteen years ago 
about 700,000,000 dozen of eggs in the 
shell were required, while in 1923 only 
450,000,000 were needed. 

In 1910 Russia exported 264,000,000 
dozen of eggs; ingland imported 316,- 
000,000 dozens, and Germany 275,000,- 
000. England still takes about the 
same numbor, but Germany has prac- 
tically faded out of the picture. China 
now holds first rank as an exporting 
nation with about 90,000,000. dozen. 

Each country is now more nearly 
producing its own requirements. The 
eggs that do get into commerce are 
mainly to take care of the seasonal 
declines in production in ‘the various 
countries. 

In the United States the perfection 
of. cold storage methods makes im- 
porting unnecessary, while the grow- 


ing demands of our population for 
eggs leaves us each year without a 
surplus. 


In 1910 the production of eggs in the 
U. S. was 1,293,000,000 dozen. By 1924 
production had jumped to more than 
2,200,000,000 dozen. 

This figures out to about 20 dozen 
eggs a year for every person, 4 tre- 
mendously high average and one that 
indicates widespread prosperity. 

It does not seem likely that home 
consumption can be very much In- 
creased or that other cotintries are 
in a position to absorb large: quanti- 
ties of eggs at present prices. The 
world’s poultry map does not encour- 
age expansion of production at this 
time.—-Country Gentleman.

“Il am a savage at heart,” Mr, Bur- 
nett proclaimed, adding that after a 
period of unsuccessful farming, he 
had obeyed the appeal of “his savage 
instinct.” “I realized that the only 
way to explore the South Sea Islands 
properly was by having my own boat. 
I acquired an 85-ton,schooner, had it 
fitted as a yacht and, accompanied 
by my family, set sail. When we 
reached Honolulu after 42 days of 
the worst weather that could be im- 
agined, I took on a crew of six Poly- 
nesians and then for ten months we 
disappeared, as far as civilization was 
concerned, 

“The idea that cannibalism is ex- 
tinct is quite wrong,” Mr. Burnett 
stated. . “The Papuans practice ft just 
as much as they did in the fifteenth 
century.” In 1910, when Mr. Bur- 
nett last saw the Solomon Islands, it 
was in company with a trading party 
of 46.men. While he .was_ there, 
seven of the party were killed and eat- 
en by the natives.

Problem Of Earth’s Age 


At Estimate 

How old is the earth? This is one 
of the problems along the frontier of 
science; 

The national research council has 
appointed a comaittee called the com- 
mittee on the determination of geo- 
logic age through atomic disintegra- 
tion to study the matter. 

We know that radio-active ele- 


ments are disintegrating or going to}- 


pleces, Thus uranium in time be- 
comes radium and radium in time 
becomes lead. 

The rate at which this disintegra~- 
tion goes on is always constant, 

Thus, if a rock is found which con- 
tains both uranium and lead, the lead 
must have originally been uranium 
and we can calculate how long it would 
take the change to occur. 

The age of a uranium deposit at 
Lusk, Wyo., is calculated to be 382,- 
000,000 years old on this basis, One 
in Ontario, Canada, is at least 1,300,- 
000,000 years old. 

More study of this sort, it is thought, 
may enable scientists to estimate the 
age of the world.

Sleep Can Be Measured 


Scientists Have Different Means For) 


Testing Depth of Sleep 

Persons differ very greatly in thelr 
mode of slimber.. Some awaken at 
the slightest noise, while others are 
only aroused with diMculty. These 
differences have been carefully classl- 
fied by scientists. When scientists 
apeak of how “fast” a person sleeps 
they mean how deep is his sleep. Not 
only is it possible to measure sleep, 
but there are different means of do- 
ing so, One method ts by dropping a 
steel ball. -- The ball Is dropped at in- 
creasing distances—four, six, ight, 
ten, twelve inches, and so on-—until 
the sleeper becomes conscious of the 
sound and awakens. In this way sclen- 
tists can find out how “deep” was his 
sleep. Another method ts to touch 
the sleeper with an electric wire, not- 
ing the intensity of the current used.

“The result of the observation will 
facilitate the drawing. of important 
conclusions about ocean currents and 
meteorological relations. They will 
also enable experimental research on 
atmospheric electricity, the earth's 
magnetism und the phenomenon of} 
polar lights.”
